DOYLESTOW*. 


The speech of Hon. James Wilson, Sec- 


retary of Agriculture) delivered to the 
graduate* of the National Farm School at 
Doylestown on Wednesday of last week wa« 
heard with a great deal of Interest by a 
large audience of business men, but for 
some inexplicable reason not more than 
thirty farmer* were present. It -was a 
matter of surprise that the national repre- 
sentative of the farmers, a* Secretary 
Wilson may be termed,* was practically 
Ignored by them in his visit to Buck* 
county. The farmer* are prone to com- 
plain that their Interest* are ignored by 
men of other professions and callings, bat 
up 3d this occasion they alone declined to 
show interest in an institution and a cabi- 
net official devoted entirely to the science 
of Agriculture. The following are a few 
extract* from Secretary Wilson's address: 


We nave reached the time in cropping 


and animal husbandry when it i* generally 
recognized that the best results are had by 
those who have observed most and inquir- 
ed farthest. 
Vou have began in the right 


way, at the right end. Ton are teaching 
young men concerning the soil while they 
handle it and experiment with it;concern- 
ing the plant by studying it in the field 
and forest, conservatory, and lawn, .under 
the microscope as well as with the naked 
eye, what the world has learned of it and 
something new that yon have fonnd out; 
and you find the study as edifying and en- 
grossing, as broadening and developing, as 
dead language or living language; that 
the study of the plant is quite as instruc- 
tive a* the history of a king, and far more 
useful; that the student of plant life only 
know* that research into it in our day has 
done more for the comfort ot mankind 
than all that was* known previous to its 
dawning. 


The Republic will not live if we do not 


educate. The difference between an edu- 
cated and an ignorant citizenship is be- 
coming more apparent every year a* our 
country moves to the front in all her un 
dertakings at home and abroad. The ne- 
cessity for education in the field of pro- 
duction has not been impressed upon those 
who give toward the elevation of the mag- 
see, although manufacturers and com- 
merce both depend upon agriculture. The 
educated men of our country do not com 
prebend the value of scientific knowledge 
to the farmer, ana with few exceptions are 
hostile or entirely indifferent regarding Us 
acquirement. 


In conclusion Secretary Wilson said that 


the American will cot a wide swath in the 
worlds' affaire in coming years, along all 
lines of human effort, intellectual and 
material, at home and abroad. 
The best 


blood of all lands is in combination here 
to furnish him both. His composition is 
superior, every way, to any unit in the 
man.

tainingly in the Evening Bulletin over the. 
signature of "Penn.'Mn last Friday's issue 
made a contribution that is of great inter- 
est to those who have been watching the 
course of political affairs in Philadelphia. 
The article brings vividly to view tne 
strange transactions that take place in 
political'circles. The article, which is as 
follows, is well worth perusal: 
~ • 


Three years ago next autumn, when Pet- 


er Frederick Bothermel was placed upon 
tbe Republican ticket for District Attor- 
ney, Samuel H. Ashbridge then being a 
colleague on It for Coroner, he was oppos- 
ed for re-election by many of the men who 
were conspicuous on the stage or la the 
parquet of the Academy of Music] last 
night and were lustily cheering every 
proclamation of faith in his boner as a 
public servant. It was only another of 
those curious examples, in the mutations 
of political life, of the manner In which a 
public man becomes the mark for a brick- 
bat one day and for a bouquet the next. 
The reformers and tha independents who 
crowded the same building one Saturday 
night in the campaign of 1898 to furnish 
reasons why Bothermel could not be trust- 
ed, were last night vociferous in applaud- 
ing his record as one of the best public 
prosecutors the town ever. had. 


It IB noticeable, too, that at last nlsht'a 


meeting were a • considerable number of 
men in sympathy with him and this move 
ment who usually content themselves with 
looking after only their own morals as well 
as they know how, and without concerning 
themselves much about public morals. 
Much of our reformatory; or corrective 
criticism in politics originates in eel Bah 
abmition, the itch for office, the love of 
notoriety or the merely perverse spirit of 
growling, and not Infrequently comes from 
men who need to reform themselves more 
than their neighbors along the lines of 
honor and justice. But in the present 
disssutisfaction there is plainly digcern- 
able the restlessness of much of the sober- 
thinking citizenship which is not in sym- 
pathy with the spirit of chronic grumbling, 
which has no personal ends to serve, and 
which breaks out only at long intervals in 
n general row against the party leaders. 


* * * 


We had an Illustration of this sort of 


public feeling five years ago, when William 
Watterall presided over the great meeting 
at the Academy of Music which put Sherifl 
Crow in nomination as an independent, 
go-as-you-please, reform candidate, with a 
Democratic annex. Tbe master spirit ol 
the present Oity Hall junta was then fore- 
most in the adroit mainpulation by which 
a popular discontent against tbe adminis- 
tration of tbe city was politically or prac- 
tically organized. With reformers of all 
kinds, and with every Republican politician 
who could not get recognition at the Oity 
Hall, the Grow movement swept the city 
against a powerfully intrenched organiza- 
tion, because it had behind it from the 
start the momentum of widespread sense 
of indignation in the ranks of the plain 
people of all parties, such as only needed 
to be organized by the politicians who saw 
their opportunity. 
Coroner Ashbridge, 


then in the flush of personal popularity, 
but regarded as the representative of Dav- 
id Martin, after the enforced withdrawal 
of James L. Miles, was defeated by the 
very men with whom he is today most 
closely allied. And now the same tactics 
that they employed in stirring the town to 
mutiny against Martin are to be employed 
against them, with Rothermel In the place 
of Grow as tbe martyr of the hour. Most 
Of the party orgaps that proclaimed tbe 
town meeting of 1896 to be a nest of vil- 
lians, traitors and misguided dqpes are 
now sounding the praises of the Rothermel 
movement as a "patriotic" and "glorious" 
uprising for the deliverance of the people. 
On the other hand, the chief Grow organ 
of 1896, is vehemently warning the public 
to beware of the Academy meeting of 1901 
as a work of hypocrisy and treason. 


* * * 


A "town meeting" is of ten a mere safety 


valve for the escape of oratorical gas, but, 
like tbe initiation of the Grow canvass, it 
has been more than once the signal of pop- 
ular revolt. It was in such a meeting pre- 
sided over by William Welsh, that Joseph 
L. Oaven, when he was at the height of bis 
local fame as a ring smasher in Councils, 
was put in nomination for the Mayorality, 
with a Democratic endorsement, when 
Stokley ran for his third term. That was 
the time when Henry Armltt Brown cap- 
tured the town with his brilliantly honest 
enthusiasms when he compared Stokley 
and McManes and their allies to the Thirty 
Tyrants of Athens, and proclaimed that 
self-government in Philadelphia had be- 
come an outcast and that true liberty could 
no longer find here a stone on wnich she 
could lay her head. Oaven failed of only 
2,000 votes of a returned majority, and 
would have been elected had it not been 
for the deal by which the Fourth Ward 
surprised the city by givizg a •Republican 
majority for the first time in its history, 
And now, in the strange whirligig of time, 
Mr. Oaven, at tbe age of sixty-six, is held 
up at the Oity Hall to all good citizens as 
an exemplar of a regenerated political 
heart, having presided tbe other day over 
one of the regular conventions with all the 
fidelity of a party veteran. It was at 
another "town meeting"—the one which 
on the eve of tbe election of 1881 came 
together In Horticultural Hall, made up 
only of Republicans and presided over by 
Edward T. Steel, and which revolted 
against the Gas Trust's nomination for 
Oity Controller—that Mr. Caven made tbe 
gijeat sppech appealing to the Republican 
conscience of the city, even in the midst 
of a Presidential campaign, to re-elect 
Robert E. Pattlson; and probably no other 
single deliverance from a Republican had 
more effect in giving the young Controller 
his majority of 13,000 at a time when the 
rest of the Democratic ticket was defeat- 
ed, and thus opening his way to an almost 
phenomenal career. 


» * * 


The impressive reading of the telegram 


from Charles Emory Smith, as a member 
of McKinley's Cabinet, calling for a "new 
Declaration of Independence," struck a 
heartily responsive chord, us if a great 
voice from afar off spoken. Yet I could 
not help recalling how in the campaign 
of 1887 Mr. Smith, with similar unction, 
and a sense of sacredness in his voice, 
drew ode night a telegram-from his pocket 
with the signature of James O. Blaine, and 
then exhorted Philadelphia in the name of 
all that is holy and virtuous to elect Bill 
Leeds the next Sheriff of the county! In- 
deed, when tne Grow meeting was held 
five years ago, fhere was np pen more fer- 
vent than Oharles Emory Smith's in de- 
nouncing such an act as a blow at the soli- 
dity of "the party," something not po he 
tolerated by a good party man.

But tbe highest exhibition of enthusi- 
asm was reached last night when Mr. Roth- 
ermel's predeaessor in office made his ap- 
pearanoe. Through all the earlier part of 
the evening the audience was impatient 
to have Chairman Shlppen 
introduce 


George 8. Graham, and when Graham 
finally came forward he was hailed with a 
tumult of delight. It was another inter- 
esting example of the ups and downs in 
the popular estimates of public characters, 
for only less than three years ago, when 
he appeared on the same platform, to con- 
front face to face, in one of the baldest 
acts of his life, the reformers who were 
tnen covering him with innuendo and im- 
precation, ne was greeted like a daring 
emissary from a hostile camp and mourn- 
fully pointed to by short-sighted critics as 
a fallen lebabod. Yet the rapture with 
which his trenchant speech was- received, 
after be had been made an object of special 
demonstration, was one of the two or three 
star events of the evening. Indeed. I was

Longfellow write Eeramos again he would 
say: "Art is the child of Nature. He js 
the greatest artist then, whether of pencil 
or of pen who follows nature." This ano- 
maly in art and Nature stands out as t the 
institution which marks in the tiistory of 
the World in this 20th century the.greatest 
achievement of the human mind—and foot. 


v Now let us turn from tbe bicycle and its 
biped, too proud-to walk and yet unable 
to fly—must strut along from the 'hour of 
its birth with the walking fowls of the 
Common Earth like the 
Montgomery 


county rare avis, to the other, tbe grand- 
est institution since Lycurgus—the Amer- 
ican Eagle. Not the rapacious bird of tbe 
genus falco "that watches from its. moun- 
tain walls and like a thunderbolt U falls," 
but the American Eagle—the-institution 
that flemishes in the forum foffiitei In re; 
that fills the arena of the circusy and per- 
vades the atmosphere of the auditorium, 
and gleams In the peroration oftke Amer- 
ican orator every 4th of July.

CURING CONSUMPTION. 


Early Detection of the Dlieane Is oi 


Prime Importance, 


Now that the value of the open air 


treatment of consumption has been dem- 
onstrated, the great importance of an 
early diagnosis of the. disease is evident. 


Unfortunately it is by no means easy 


to recognize the disease in its inciplency, 
for the early symptoms are not distinc- 
tive, and the cause of the failing health 
is not often suspected until the disease 
has become firmly established. 


The symptoms calling attention espe- 


cially to disease of the lungs are general- 
ly late in appearing, and the physician'! 
suspicions will usually have been arous- 
ed long before there is any severe cougb 
or profuse expectoration. 


At first there is merely a falling off in 


health; the person la "a little below par," 
and bin friends remark that he U losing 
flesh. He is not actually ill, and his con- 
dition causes him little anxiety, being at- 
tributed to a rush of work or to worrl- 
ment caused by a business bitch or some 
family trouble, 


Hut as time goes on and the supposed 


cause of the trouble baa been removed, 
the patient does not recover his strength, 
On the contrary, the gradual decline 
continues, and a noticeable pallor ap- 
peal's. The lips are bluish, the eyes are 
abnormally white, the pinkish hue of the 
nails fades out, the mucous membrane 
of the month is pale—in medical Ian- 
gunge, tbe patient Is anpemlc. 


This pallor Is a suspicious sign; and 0.0- 


other symptom of marked significance Is 
ft rapid pulse, one that beats continuously 
9f) or 100 times a minnte. At this time 
there is usually also more or less fever,, 
although it may be so slight as to be de- 
tected only by a frequent use of the ther- 
mometer. 


A fourth symptom of Importance Is in- 


creased perspiration, usually most mark- 
ed in the first hours after midnight- 
night sweats—but sometimes troublesome 
in-the daytime as well 


Oongh during this period is as often ab- 


sent as present, and In any case Is sel- 
dom more than a nervous hacking. Lat- 
er it becomes more persistent, and some 
expectoration appears. But by this time 
the physician cart generally detect signs 
of Hung trouble by an examination of the 
chest, and the discovery of tubercle ba- 
cilli when the expectorated matter It 
studied under the microscope will re- 
move all doubts us to the nature of the 
malady. 


Of course, one who has1 persistent tmse- 


mia, a rapid pulse, night sweats and 
perhaps fever is not necessarily in- the 
early stages of consumption, although 
there la ground for suspicion. Even U 
he is, however, there need be no exces- 
sive alarm, for the disease at this stage 
Is almost positively curable, and its early 
detection is therefore a blessing.—Youth'i 
Pprnpaaipn. 


Th« Cancer Microbe. 


Cancer is caused by an animal microbe 


known to science aa an amoeba. The 
germ hi not the same as that of consumn 
tion and cholera, the latter being vogeta 
(ale/ growths, while the cancer germ is an 
•nimal growth! coming under the sani« 
head as those of malaria, yellow fevtn 
ind smallpox. It is one of the lowest 
forms of onima| life of which any trice 
has been found.

Under, the microscope 
the germs are shown to possess an Inter- 
nal organism, embracing a digestive ap- 
paratus.

The tenacity with which the groat es- 
tates of Mexico arc maintained intact by 
the old families of this country appears 
all the mure remarkable when it ia con- 
sidered bow generally 'all lines of indus- 
try, aside fi'oin that ot the farmer, are 
ID the bands of foreigners. The tlry goods 
trade o( Mexico is controlled by tbe 
French, the Spaniards of Mexico are tbe 
country's grocers, the Germans do the 
hardware business, the railroads are con- 
trolled by Americans and_ English, the 
bank stock of Mexico Is largely owned.In 
France, Germany and England, and a 
large percentage of tbe Industrial con- 
cerns of the country belong to foreigners. 
Not BO, however, tbe agricultural re- 
sources of Mexico, 


Daring recent years a great deal of 


American capital has entered the republic 
(or Investment In tropical plantations, 
particularly in southern Mexico, but tbe 
great bulk ot Mexico's rural laud U held 
in the form of extensive haciendas or 
ranches, often hundreds of thousands of 
acres In extent 
Borne of these estates 


have been handed down In the same fam- 
ilies for nearly 400 years, not a few 
titles tracing their origin back to the first 
grants from the king of Spain after the 
conquest. The aristocracy of Mexico is 
counted among these landed proprietors, 
many of whom pnjoy princely incomen 
from their plantations, which often pro- 
dace a great variety of products arid em- 
brace several manufacturing plants. 
It' Is largely due to the fact that the 


tax upon land of this- character is com- 
paratively very light that these estateu 
have so long remained' undivided, as in 
most instances only a small per cent of 
their area is under cultivation. 
As In 


many states the levy U practically 6nly 
a tax upon products the unused acres 
are no great burden;' They are naturally 
those who demi e to see these tracts tax- 
ed so that the owners will be forced to 
sell at least portions of them and the land 
of the country divided among a larger 
number of small proprietors. 
Such a 


measure .would be vigorously opposed by 
the wealthy landed proprietors, aiid such 
Is the number and Importance of this 
class that no active measure of this kind 
has ever been-promulgated. Tbe aucieut 
estates of Mexico are so large that few 
individuals can purchase them entire and 
the owners can rarely be prevailed upon 
to divide their holdings In any manner, 
•Occasionally now one of them Is bought 
by a syndicate or cotapany fal> develop- 
ment or for subdivision and sale. In tbia 
way smaller holdings qre becoming moro 
common than formerly, though the old 
order of things Is not likely to be greatly 
altered in Mexirc for many year* to 
come.—Modem Mexico.

"I *ay to you right now," laid an old 


Spanish-American who was near middle 
age when Fremont reached California, 
"tbe people of today have no regard for 
history or historical associations.

I have just been up to Santa 
Barbara, where I was born, and one of

It was 
then that the cascarones threw eggshells 
filled with silver and gold tinsel or some 
fine perfumery, which was broken over 
the bead of tbe lady whom some gallant 
wished for a partner, and as all tbe la- 
dies had black hair the effect was veiy 
striking. 


"It was a beautiful sight, and among 


tbe men was a young fellow who attract- 
ed much attention. He was one of the 
handsomest men I have ever seen, diess- 
ed in the picturesque fashion of tbe time 
I first noticed him when old Don Ramon 
came up and said, 'Who is the young 
man, 
Don Jose 7* I did not know, and 


be said that he could find no one who 
knew him. My daughter wished to be 
presented to him, so I went to Don An- 
tonio, when to my astonishment he also 
said he did not know the stranger, that 
he must have come with one of tbe 
guests; but, though many Inquiries were 
made, no one could answer tor the 
young man's presence.

He was never forgetful of the 
courtesy due women and would nevn 
rob' one, bnt no man escaped. 
One 


secret of his long success was his mys- 
terious methods. One day be would rob 
a coach, the next move would be to steal 
a drove of horses several hundred miles 
distant, and, as there was DO telegraph, 
be could easily evade arrest and was only 
run down after a Jong and dogged pur- 
suit, but not before be bad left bis mark 
on many a good man."—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.
